Trichinosis, a malady caused 
by eating infected pork, has 
the peculiar distinction of be¬ 
ing the only communicable 
disease more prevalent in the 
United States than in any other 
country in the world.

Have Pungent Foliage 

Dwarfs are merely pint-size 
reproductions of larger trees— 
with pungent foilage, fragrant 
flowers and fruit—and require 
much the same optimum of 
heat. However, utilitarian size 
permits them to ' take fullest 
advantage of whatever heat 
can be captured and reflected. 

Of all fruit trees, the dwarf 
citrus ranks as the most toler¬ 
ant of soil conditions and as 
one of the most beautiful gar¬ 
den evergreens. They may be 
planted all year round and will 
grow in loam, heavy adobe, or 
even gravel soil. 

Like all citrus, however, 
dwarfs have very particular | 
watering requirements. They 
do not thrive on watering 
schedules suitable for most 
garden ornamentals, so it’s 
practically imperative that you 
find out from your nurseryman 
how often and how thoroughly 
dwarf citrus should be watered 
in your locale before you plant. 

Heat Basis of Growth 

In every case a short dry 
period between irrigations is 
important. Heat is the basis of 
citrus growth, and root devel¬ 
opment will be definitely im¬ 
paired if the soil is too con¬ 
stantly damp and cool. 

As citrus hardens and be¬ 
comes dormant during severe 
winter periods, dwarfs do well 
planted alone or with ground 
covers such as lantana or heli- 
anthemum which have the 
same watering requirements. 

During cold periods, garden¬ 
ers are cautioned to withhold 
fertilization and watering in 
order to prolong the dormancy 
period. 

The beauty of all varieties of 
dwarf citrus is that they can 
be adapted to any size garden, 
patio or lanai.
